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Council Votes to Alter 
Present Constitution 


• THE STUDENT COUNCIL 
agreed unanimously in a straw 
vote to a constitutional amend- 
ment to ehange Council represen- 
tation from a school basis to a 
class basis. The action came in a 
special meeting last Wednesday 
night. 

The amendment, which will be 
voted on at the next Council meet- 
ing states: that Title 1, Student 
Council, under the Articles of Stu- 
dent Government, Article 3, Sec- 
tion A, which lists members of 
the Student Council, be altered to 
read that members shall consist 
of the President, Vice President, 
Comptroller, Treasurer, Advocate, 
Secretary, representatives from 
the ' Law School, the Graduate 
Council, the Medical School and 
the Engineering School, class offi- 
cers selected proportionately, resi- 
dence representatives selected pro- 
portionately from all men and 
women, one member-at-large, and 
a student activities chairman. 

Also, that Article 4, Section A, 
which refers to the Activities Com- 
mittee, be altered to read that the 
Committee shall consist of a stu- 
dent activities chairman, a Stu- 
dent Union Board chairman, a 
freshman director, a publicity di- 


rector, a program director, resi- 
dent students and the member- 
at-large. 

That (1) , the program director 
will function as a cultural chair- 
man and (2) of the members of 
ttje Activities Committee, only the 
student activities chairman, resi- 
dence representatives and the 


member-at-large will be able to 
vote on both the Student Council 
and the Activities Committee: the 
Student Union Board chairman, 
publicity director, and freshman 
director will vote only on the Ac- 
tivities Committee. 

If passed, the amendment will 
be made into a referendum to be 
voted on by the student body. 

This action is a compromise be-

applied for entrance to the Colum- 
bian College and the School of 
Engineering this fall, 1,509 were 
admitted and 720 enrolled, accord- 
ing to George Stoner, assistant 
director of admissions. 

Spring semester applications are 
arriving at the rate of 100 a day, 
although In V the fall the load is 
heavier, with approximately 500 
letters being received dally. 

In the complex process of se- 
lection under which applications 
are scrutinized, admissions officials 
take College Board scores into par- 
ticular consideration. Last year, 
freshmen had mean scores of 538 
on the verbal section and 556 on 
the mathematics. Engineering stu- 
dents scored means of 506 verbal- 
ly, and 600 mathematically. All 
students were in the upper 40 
per cent of their high school class. 

Generally, a B average in high 
school is acceptable. There are no 
absolute cut-off scores. When ad- 
ministrators' are in doubt they 
may choose to give a battery of 
admissions tests or to Investigate 
more fully the references required. 
Ordinarily, the poor student gen- 
erally submits more letters of ref- 
erence. One admissions counselor 
reported that he asked a candidate 
“Do you really need all these ref- 
ferences?” The student sadly ad- 
mitted, “Yes!” 

Over-solicitation on the part of 
an applicant sometimes indicates 
frittered high school years, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stoner. 

There waB an increase In mas- 
ter's candidates for the fall, this 
year. Master's candidates should 
have a B average in their under- 
graduate majors. Some depart- 
ments require that the Graduate 
Record Examination be taken In 
the senior year. Of 1230 candidates 
who petitioned, 693 began classes 
In the fall.
